REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Hayashi (US 4995799) shows an apparatus having a rotary table and means 32 
for absorbing resin between layer 15 and substrate 29. Substrate 29 is an optical disc 
substrate, layer 15 is a stamper having optical information thereon, and a radiation 
curable resin is provided between layer 15 and substrate (Fig. 4). The claim recites 
functional language for bonding a first and second substrate to form an optical 
information medium and functional language for absorbing such that resin is absorbed 
through the center holes of the substrates. Upon further consideration of Hayashi, the 
examiner's position is that Hayashi is not capable of operating in this manner. Hayashi 
provides an apparatus for forming a coating on a substrate rather than bonding 
substrates. The stamper is fixed to the table with a bolt 53 (Fig. 4). It is unclear how 
one of ordinary skill would mount a pair of optical information medium substrates having 
adhesive therebetween on the apparatus of Hayashi. Additionally no teaching or 
suggestion was found in the prior art of record to use or modify Hayashi to arrive at the 
claimed apparatus for fabricating an optical information medium by bonding first and 
second substrates having center holes comprising the claimed table for integrally 
rotating and the claimed centrally disposed means for absorbing.
